A pleasant old time custom was that 
c.f presenting to the mother or ladles of 
the household nt Christmas a silver 
spoon. The custom was introduced in 
th«> seventeenth century and was much 
ii! fashion in England, ami it came to 
lie of considerable significance and im- 
portance, Inasmuch as the donors vied 
with each other in securing for their 
wives and other friends such speci­ 
mens «if silver as were not only of 
considerable intrinsic value, but of rare 
au«l unusual pattern and of exquisite 
finish. 
And so each spoon naturally 
came to be in a certain sense historic; 
at least it would always be a souvenir 
of t!i«‘ particular Christmas festival 
when it was presented. 
Tho matron 
of mi idle lift» would have suggested 
much of her family history and expe­ 
rience by looking over ber spoons.

N a few villages iu England a 
Christmas play is still present­ 
ed, and there is still perform­ 
ed, as regularly as boxing 
night comes around each year, a pan­ 
tomime in nearly every English town, 
but these are only phantoms of the 
past, for Christmas revels are not now 
what they were, and Christmas plays 
are gradually being forgotten, along 
with many other old time Yuletidecus 
toms. 
Among the earliest plays in the mod­ 
ern drama will be found Christmas 
plays and dramas dealing with the 
Nativity of Christ. 
In the beginning 
of 
the 
religious 
drama, 
however, 
Christmas was not tho only feast upon 
which the plays written by the monks 
were performed. 
Other feast days 
were duly celebrated with appropriate 
dramas. 
The 
Greek 
and 
Itoman 
drama having died a natural death, 
owing to the depths of wickedness to 
which it bad descended, the theater 
ceased to exist until its revival in the 
middle ages in the shape of mystery 
and iniraele plays. The possibilities of 
tbe drama as a means of religious in­ 
struction, which at the same time 
would also entertain and hold the at­ 
tention of the multitude, was early ap­ 
preciated by tbo ecclesiustics, and the 
suggestion followed with success. 
In 
this revival of the drama the early 
w riters, who were principally monks, 
naturally turned to the ancient classic 
models, which they followed as to form 
only, for their productions are now 
ratiier curiosities of literature tban lit- 
erture itself. 
Thus we see Euripides 
used In tlf* construction of a drama 
on Christ’» Passion.

Some Christmas Various Names 
Celebrations 
For Christmas 
I 


N ninny homes the same customs 
are followed yenr nfter year at 
Christmas. 
Thus In one home 
Where there are alw ays visitors 
fur the holidays nn enormous square 
wicker ham per which has done service 
in the sam e capacity for tw enty years 
Is brought from the storerawm and 
placed In the general hall. Festive hol­ 
ly w reaths aro tied to the handles and 
to the top w ith big red bows, giving It 
a decidedly holi*»y appearance. 
As 
gifts arrive they go a t once into tho 
hamper. 
<>u Christina* morning nfter 
breakfast the father of the fnruily 
opens the ham per and with fitting cere­ 
mony and humorous rem arks distrib­ 
utes the gifts. 
A large bag resembling a mall pouch 
and made of brown and tan denim 
with *'l . S. Mall" m arked In large 
black letters on It hangs ouch C hrist­ 
mas season near the fireplace in the 
large living room of another house. 
Into (his are slipped family presents 
and those sent by outsiders. The leath­ 
er strap which fastens the bag is re­ 
garded as sacred, and no one would 
think of tam pering w ith Santa Claus’ 
property till Christm as morning. 
A huge red C hristm as stocking, large 
enough to hold all the family gifts, 
makes its annual appearance in a w est­ 
ern home. 
It Is constructed of a firm 
bright red cotton cloth and a barrel 
hoop encircles the top, holding It open. 
It is suspended by wide red ribbons 
from th e second floor stairs landing, 
and before Christm as boxes and pack­ 
ages of nil sizes and kinds are drop­ 
ped In from above. 
<>n C hristm as 
morning the family gathers beneath 
this well tilled receptacle, which is 
lowered and dragged by the ribbons 
into the center of the living room, 
where the contents ore distributed. 
Several years ago tho young daughter 
of another family established a little 
custom v hleh is still carried out each 
Christm as eve. 
On large red placards, 
hung with red ribbons, she writes w ith 
phosphorus the nam es of the different 
members of the family. 
These she 
places about th e room. 
The m other’s 
card hangs over the piano, on which 
her gifts are to be laid. 
Over the 
library table Is suspended the father’s 
< ard,designating his allotted space. The 
deep window seat, the davenport, etc., 
are other places assigned t<> other m em ­ 
bers of the family. 
1 ate Christm as 
eve all the lights, except a dim flicker 
in the hull, are extinguished, the a rm ­ 
fuls of presents are brought down, and 
by means of the bright signs the gifts 
rro put In their proper places. 
For the past ten years a miniature 
sleigh draw n by six papier ruache rein­ 
d eer has appeared on the C hristm as 
breakfast table of a New England fa m ­ 
ily. 
Surrounding Jolly little St. Nick, 
who, seated In the sleigh, holds the red 
lines, are plied the choice gifts, those 
tlmt fit Into small packages, such as 
jewelry m .J money. 
The boxes are 
opened before breakfast Is served, and 
tin» Christm as tree festivities come 
later in the morning. 
A pretty custom observed by several 
musical families Is for the entire house 
hold to come downstairs together early 
in the morning singing enrols. 
In some homes the celebration begins 
on Christm as eve. At a country place 
near Now York the custom is to have 
n small tree hung w ith Joke gifts In the 
center of the dining room table. 
Piled 
als)Ut the tree Is the collection of sub 
i initial 
worth 
while remembrances. 
After the latter have been distributed 
Hie family and house guests adjourn to 
the main room, which Is hung with 
; garlands of holly and mistletoe. 
Then 
(he Yule log Is brought in and laid on 
the andirons of tho big fireplace. 
The 
lights from tho blaze aiul from numer- 
i oils candles furnish tho only illumina­ 
tion. 
While the gifts are taken from 
j ihe miniature tree and the attached

French term Nowel as a festive holi­ 
day cry. 
It is said that noel is a corruption of 
yule or Jule, meaning a festival of the 
sun. 
The nam e yule is still used by 
the Scotch, and the Scandinavians call 
their 
festival 
Juletide. 
The 
Welsh 
call C hristm as Nadollg. signifying a 
birth, and the Italians speak of It aa 
11 Nat ale, which Is cognate with the 
Spanish term and a contraction of the 
La till. 
Not only Is the derivation of the 
word Itself In doubt, b ut w hether the 
25 th of December Is the real date of 
the advent has long been a contro- 
vertlble subject among chronologlsts. 
I'arly Christians were divided as to the 
•Into, some contending th at It w as the 
1st or the 6th day of January, others 
the 20th of March, the day of the Jew- 
( h pnssover, and still others declaring 
for the 20th of September, the feast of 
he tabernacles. 
Julius I., a bishop of Rome, in A. D. 
37-37.2 seem ed to Rettle the dispute by 
declaring Dee. 2.$ as the date.

western church accepted this, and the

S a l« of the C h ristm as Seals 
More than 80,000,000 Christm as seals, 
approximating in value $800,000, were 
sold In 1915, according to C. M. De 
Forest, chief field agent of (ho Na­ 
tional Association For the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
This was 
an increase of 25,000,000 over the sales 
of 1014, whieh then set the record. 
The sales In New York state were 
more than 17,000,000, in Missouri 3,000,- 
OlK) and in Iow a 2,000,00(1. 
Large in­ 
creases also were made in Ohio, Illk 
nois. Minnesota, Michigan, Florida and 
Virginia. 
Approximately 
$800,000 
was 
thus 
raised in the past season to aid in the 
fight to minimize the white plague 
This brings the total sales of seals 
since the idea was started up to $3.205.

young birds were put up to fatten iu 
August, gtveu ns m uch barley ns they 
would eat, and by November 
they 
w ere in prime condition,

er they began to fall off, losing flesh

The kiss of the Scandinavian god­ 
dess expanded Into the custom of a 


k Is s given for every berry th a t grew 
oil the bough. 
Small wonder that. In 
splto of the mistletoe having original­ 
ly existed In the odor of sanctity, the 
church cam e to regard It as an en- 
tirely pagan symbol and refused to 
allow It to participate w ith the holly 
and the evergreen iu the Yuletide dec­ 
orations. 
There Is an ancient belief th a t the 
..ilstletoe was the tree from which the 
holy cross was hewn and th at after 
this w as made the plant withered. 


"Safety F irs t" at CHriatmae. 
Do not decorate your Christm as tree 
with paper, cotton or any o ther.ln - 
ilammable material. 
Use metallic tin­ 
sel and other noninflammable decora­ 
tions only and set the tree securely so 
that children In reaching for things 
cannot tip It over. 
Do not use cotton to represent snow. 
If you m ust have snow use asbestos 
fiber. 
Do not perm it children to light or 
relight candles while parents are not 
present. 
They frequently set fire to 
their clothing instead. 
The tree itself 
will burn wheu the needles have be­ 
come dry. 
Do not leave m atches within the 
reach of children at holiday time. Can­ 
dles are m eant to be lighted, and if 
children can get m atches they will ex­ 
periment w ith them. 
They imitate 
their elders. 
Church people should also be very 
• areful. 
Holiday tiros In churches and 
schools are usually holocausts because 
of the crowds, and every care should 
I e exercised to Insure the safety of all. 
The ones burned are by no means the 
duly ones who lose their lives, for It is 
the general rule th at more are killed 
In the rush and excitement uud eseap 
ing from the building.

The home church (Chs. 2-7) began with

Persecution and 
deliverances, the first martyr, Stephen 
am! the dissatisfaction which led t< 
the choice of the deacons, are the out­ 
standing events of this period.

home mission period, with Jerusalen 
«8 the center and Palestine as the field 
(Chapters 8-12) covers a period ol 
about ten years. Persecution scattered 
the disciples throughout the country 
Paul was converted on the road tc 
Damascus, Philip goes to Samaria, and 
Peter carries on the work throughout 
Lydda, Joppa and Cuesnrea.

News W ant Ada Bring Résulta. 


Until quite recent times It 
was customary In England 
for tlie court, each parish 
and sometimes wealthy fam­ 
ilies to appoint a "lord of 
misrule" In connection with 
the Christmas festivities. His 
appointment was usually on 
Halloween, and bit rule last­ 
ed until after the new year. 
The lord of misrule was mas­ 
ter of ceremonies at the rev­ 
els, and it was part of Ida 
duty to provide entertain­ 
ment for the court, the par­ 
ish or the household. 
His 
power was absolute, and it 
was he who, In the guise of 
St. Nicholas, distributed the 
gifts on Christmas eve. Card 
playing, pantomimes, mask 
dancing ami festlvitiea of ev­ 
ery kind came under his Ju­ 
risdiction.
